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The Daytons of Salem County, South Jersey, are known to 
belong to the family of Long Island, but just where they fit into 
the line has not been established. Therefore, before looking into 
the South Jersey branch, let us examine the Long Island family. 

In A Dayton Genealogy and Biography by Edson C. Dayton, 
1931, is found a careful account of the English founder and his 
son Samuel. It will suffice to sum up this information as follows. 

Rate Dayton married at Ashford in Kent, England, on 
16 June 1617, Alice, widow of Daniel Tritton, whom she had 
married 14 April 1607, and whose estate she administered in 
1614/5. She had a daughter by Daniel: Bennet or Benedicta, 
who married Thomas Stanley of Ashford, Kent. Alice was born 
1586, baptised at Ashford 24 Sept. 1587, daughter of Robert 
Goldhatch,* by his second wife Benedicta or Bennet Meade, 
whom he married 16 April 1585 at Ashford. (Robert’s first 
wife was Maryan Hame, married 18 May 1579. He left a will 
dated 10 Jan. 1589, proved 19 July 1600.) Ralph Dayton had, 
by Alice:

Remained in England. Ch.: Ralph, Thomas, James, Susan, Alice,

+ Mr. Conklin Mann has suggested that ‘‘Brinlye,”’ unidentified, may be a misreading 


for some early spelling of Beardslee. 
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Sometime prior to 1639, Ralph Dayton brought his family to 
America, for in that year he joined the New Haven, Conn., 
eolony. With his sons and sons-in-law, Ralph travelled to South- 
ampton, L. I., in 1649, and to East Hampton in 1650. In 
1656 he married Mary, widow of James Haines, and she married 
third, Fulk Davis. His will is dated 25 July 1658. 


1. Samueu Dayron, eldest of the two immigrant sons, had a 
wife named Medlen. She deeded land in Southampton with his 
consent on 12 Dec. 1656. He married (2) on 14 May 1666, Mary 
Dingle. He married (3), after 1667, Elizabeth Beardsley, 
widow of Thomas of Stratford. She was the mother of his two 
youngest children, Elizabeth and Sarah. He deeded property to 
her and to their two children 4 July 1690, the day before he died.

2. Rosert Dayton, the other immigrant son of Ralph, died 
16 Apr. 1712, ‘‘aged about 84 years’’ leaving a will dated 11 Feb. 
1711, with codicil dated 14 Apr. 1712, proved 14 June 1712. In 
the will he mentions his sons Samuel and Beriah, grandsons 
Robert (under 30 years) and John (under age). ‘‘Beriah and 
Samuel to improve son John’s lot.’’ The author believes this to 
be a clerical error, that the sentence should read ‘‘ grandson 
John’s lot.’’ In the codicil Robert provides for his grand- 
daughter, Mary Terrill, and a daughter Alice Edwards. Both 
will and codicil mention but do not name his wife, but from 
wording she does not appear to be the mother of his sons Samuel 
and Beriah. These sons are his executors. 

From the will, then, we deduce that Robert was married at 
least twice and that his first wife was the mother of his sons. 


* Daniel and Robert are given by Edson C. Dayton, op. cit., but the present writer has 
not confirmed the existence of these sons. Mr. Dayton does not credit Robert, Jr., to 
Robert, Sr., hence seems to have assumed that Robert, Jr., was his nephew and therefore 
son of Samuel. 
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She was Elizabeth Woodruff, daughter of John Woodruff of 
Southampton.* 

The records of East Hampton do not show baptisms, marriages 
and deaths until the pastorate of Rev. Nathaniel Huntting in 


September of 1696.

However, beginning at that time they are 
From the death records we glean the following sig-

In Howell’s History of Southampton, 1887, page 230, we find

The author does not 


consider Howell very reliable in many cases and warns against 
accepting his statements without outside confirmation.

* John Woodruff of Southampton, L. I., left a will dated 4 May 1670, mentioning two 
sons, both named John, a wife Ann, a daughter Anne Wooley and a daughter Elizabeth 


Dayton. 


A note in the will book says that John Woodruff married Anne, daughter of 


John Gosmer; and that he adopted his oldest grandson, John. The Elizabeth Dayton 


mentioned in this will was probably the wife of Robert (No. 2). 
written in 1670, three years after Samuel could have married Elizabeth Beardsley.

Besides the brief notes we 
find in this book, we find the following in the records of East 
Hampton: (Vol. ii, p. 94) he bought 6 acres of land in East 
Hampton from Abraham Hauk, 18 Feb. 1681. (Vol. ii, p. 462) 
he sells above 6 acres to Abial Carle of East Hampton for £50. 
His wife, Ruth, also signs and he is now ‘‘of Cape May, county 
of Cape May,’’ dated 12 June 1699. He married by 1682 Ruth 
Diament [| Vol. ii, p. 114]. 

Also in Vol. ii, p. 307, under date of 21 June 1694, Jacob 
publishes a declaration that his wife Ruth ‘‘doth prove extrava- 
gant and refuseth to be ruled by her husband or to go with him 
to the place that he hath provided for their habitation,’’ and he 
therefore will not be responsible for her debts. The year before 
this we find him in Cape May, when, on 7 July 1693, he and 
Shamgar Hand took inventory of the estate of Caleb Carmen. 
Then on 1 Sept. 1693, ‘‘Mary Fish gives to Jacob Dayton late of 
Easthampton, and Thomas Hand, the administration of her 
estate until her daughter is 18 or married.’’ 

Sometime after this Jacob moved his family to Cape May, for 
we find his wife Ruth and himself in the list of creditors of the 
estate of John Stubbs, 29 Aug. 1702. He died probably in the 
late spring of 1705, and on 7 June of that year we find the 
inventory of his estate, made by John Taylor and Henry Leonard. 
Richard Downes gives bond as administrator. The acts of 
administration name the following children: Lucy, Althea, Ruth, 
Abigail, Jerusha and Anne. In Cape May Deeds, under date of 
13 Dee. 1715, we find the sale of 200 acres of the estate of Jacob 
Dayton to Richard Downes, administrator, signed by four of 
Jacob’s sons-in-law. Known children:

Howell says he was the son of 
Samuel No. 14, obviously incorrect, since on the basis of Howell’s 
dates he would have been 9 years old when his first child was 
born.

A Jacos Dayton, born about 1690, lived in Southold. The 
Salmon records show that on 5 Feb. 1713/4 Elizabeth, his wife, 
died. On 20 Apr. 1725/6 Grace, his wife, died. On 25 June 
1736, Hannah, his wife, died. A son and a daughter of his are 
shown dying about 1725/6. Where he fits into the family is 


unknown.

And now for two more entries in the East Hampton records 
before we turn to South Jersey. 

(Vol. ii, p. 359) 6 April 1697, Henry Buck, Jr. of Wethers- 
field given liberty to come into this town and build a shop in 
the Town street to follow the trade of blacksmith. 

And from the death records: Dee. 1720, Henry Buck, having 
been outdone in a cold storm, coming ashore at Rhode Island 
almost dead, died a little after he got on shore aged about 22 
years. It was about the middle of the month that he died (b.

The wills of Nos. 4 and 5 do not mention other Daytons, nor 
is the place of residence of these two very close to the Cohansey 
colony where the others lived. The chances are against close 
relationship. No. 6 the author believes to be related, both from 
the place of residence indicated and from the fact that the will 
witnessed by No. 6 is that of a close friend or relative of that 
witnessed by Ephraim, No. 1. Going on to the families of Nos. 
1, 2, and 3: 


1. Epuraim Dayton was at Cohansey in August of 1715 
when he witnessed the will of Thomas Alderman. He died in 
December of 1760. He was married at least twice, possibly three 
times. His first wife is unknown. He may have been married 
to Hannah Sayre, daughter of David. (Will of David Sayre, 
1742, mentions daughter Hannah Dayton.) However she may 
have been too young to have been the mother of his children. 
Against this belief we must set the fact that Ephraim named a 
son David and a son Joseph, both of them Sayre names, and 
neither of them appearing in the Dayton family before to our 
knowledge. Ephraim Dayton married by license 9 May 1747, 
Sarah Ogden, who died in 1777 leaving a will mentioning her 
great-granddaughter Patience Terry and grandson Ephraim 
Terry and his sons Andrew and Josiah. It may be that she was 
the wife of Ephraim Jr., but if so why was she not his adminis- 
tratrix in 1751, or failing that, why is there not her renunciation 
of the administration? Ephraim’s children by his first wife, 
possibly Hannah Sayre:

All the 
Piersons mentioned above are of that family.) 


Now as to the sources of the New Jersey branch let us consider 
the possibilities : 

1. That they sprang from Samuel (No. 1). 

2. That they sprang from Robert (No. 2). 

If No. 1, the father of Ephraim, Samuel and Rachel must have 
been one of the following: Ralph (No. 4), Abraham (No. 5), 
Jacob (No. 6), Caleb (No. 8), Daniel (No. 9) or Robert (No. 10). 
Of the other children, Samuel died without issue and Isaac’s 
children are (supposedly) known—see The Tuttle Family, 1887. 

Ralph was married to the widow Elizabeth Biggs before 19 
Nov. 1694. All three of the New Jersey group must have been 
born by about this date. The name of Ralph does not appear in 
the New Jersey branch. Perhaps he was the father of Jacob 
of Southold. 

Caleb died in 1688. Although no children of his are known, 
he might have had one or two. He could hardly, however, have 
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been the father of so many children, all unknown, and he prob- 
ably died too early to have been the father of Samuel. 

Jacob could not have been married much before 1678 (see the 
apprenticeship papers quoted in the Dayton Genealogy). Tho 
he may have had two sons and a daughter who did not appear 
in his will, yet this appears very doubtful. There seems to have 
been no intercourse between the Salem County Daytons and the 
daughters of Jacob and their husbands. 

The existence of Daniel and Robert remains to be established. 

Abraham had only one known child, Caleb, by his first wife. 
The records show that his eldest son by his second wife was 
named Jonathan. Who the other children were is unknown. 

Mr. Herbert F. Seversmith* suggests Abraham as a likely 
parent of the New Jersey Daytons. His reasons are as follows: 

(1) He eliminates the other children of Samuel (No. 1) as 
we have done. 

(2) The names of Abraham and Jacob appearing in Salem 
County seem to indicate origin from the Samuel (No. 1) side 
rather than Robert (No. 2). The names Samuel and Lucy are 
also found in this family. 

(3) There was definite migration of colonists from Brook- 
haven (where Abraham, Ralph and Caleb lived) to Cape May, 
New Jersey. One example is the Norton family. 

(4) The records of Brookhaven, including deeds, are very 
imperfect. Records of Abraham’s family could well be lost. 

The author has the following objections. 

(1) The Cape May connection means little, since the colonists 
there were not much in contact with those in Salem County, 
another and definitely separate group. However, Salem County 
received a large number of colonists from East Hampton and 
Southampton. (See the list in the discussion on Robert (No. 13).) 

(2) The birth records of East Hampton are incomplete over 
the period in question, so Dayton births might as easily be 
missing from them as from Brookhaven. 

(3) There is nothing to prove relationship between Abraham 
and Jacob of Salem County and the three in whom we are inter- 
ested: Rachel, Ephraim and Samuel. In fact, the area in which 
the former two lived (viz. Alloways Creek and the town of 
Salem) is in that part of Salem County that remains Salem 
today. It was a separate community from that in which the 
latter group lived, which is now Cumberland County. 

(4) Abraham’s child Caleb was indentured 12 May 1696 to 
William and Jane Rawlinson. Caleb was then ‘‘eight years and 
five months’’ old—would have been born about December of

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1687. Rawlinson’s will indicates that Caleb was his only foster- 
child. Edson C. Dayton says (without stating authority) that 
this deed giving Caleb to Rawlinson was written ‘‘two or more 
years after his second marriage.’” That means that Mary 
Beardsley, Abraham’s first wife, must have been dead for at 
least two and possibly three years. If the Salem County Daytons 
were children of Abraham, they must have been born before 
1694 and probably before 1693. Caleb was born in 1687. It 
would be a tight squeeze to get in Rachel, Ephraim and Samuel, 
to say nothing of the other two, whose names do seem to indicate 
membership in this side of the family. 

(5) They cannot be children of his second wife, since we know 
that his eldest child by his second wife was Jonathan, and after 
his birth it would simply not have been possible for him to have 
had a son Ephraim who could have had a daughter Sarah born 
1713. 

* * * 

If the second possibility, that they stem from Robert (No. 2), 
is the case, then there are two possible parents: (1) Robert (No. 
13) or (2) some other unnamed son of Robert Dayton (No. 2). 

We hesitate to assume the existence of an unknown son, unless 
it is necessary. Let us consider the points in favor of Robert 
(No. 13). 

(1) We have no list of the children of Robert (No. 13) ; 
merely the death record of one, and the baptismal records of 
three others. (Records of East Hampton.) See also the will of 
their grandfather. 

(2) The eodicil to the grandfather’s will, adding the names 
of previously unmentioned grandchildren indicates clearly the 
possibility of still other unnamed grandchildren. Granddaugh- 
ters Hannah and Mary were alive when both will and codicil 
were written and are unmentioned. Daughter Elizabeth Leek 
(proved his daughter by East Hampton Records, Book G, page 
13, dated 29 May 1702) was alive and is unmentioned. 

(3) It seems very possible that the two boys could have 
requested their portions and gone to New Jersey to settle. If so 
they might have been named in their father’s will, had he left 
one, but we would not expect to find them in a grandfather’s 
will. Note that Ephraim and Rachel would be of age, while 
grandson John was only 8 and grandson Robert was about 19. 

(4) The Buek quotations, with many others, in the records, 
indicate that Henry Buck of Salem County, like the Hands, 
Shaws, Fosters, Sayres, Piersons, and Daytons, came from East 
Hampton. Henry may well have met Rachel there and married 
her, and brought her to New Jersey. 

(5) The name Rachel is found only in Robert’s family. 
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Beriah may well have named his daughter Rachel after a sister. 
Samuel also appears as a family name on this side of the family. 
Ephraim is an uncommon name in East Hampton, and has not 
previously appeared in the Dayton family. It is suggested that 
Ephraim Osborne may have been a eclese relative of Ephraim’s 
mother. 

If these three Daytons, Ephraim, Rachel and Samuel, are 
children of Robert (No. 13), then the list of children must be 
somewhat as follows: 


Rachel, born say 1688. 

Ephraim, born say 1690. 

Robert, born about 1692. 

Samuel, born say 1694. 

Hannah, born about 1696. 

(Bethiah, born say 1698, if she is not Ephraim’s wife.) 
Mary, born 1700. 

John, born 1702. 


Mr. Seversmith and the author are agreed that, if the Salem 
County branch descends from Samuel (No. 1), then it must 
descend from Caleb, Ralph or Abraham; if from Robert (No. 2), 
then it must stem from Robert (No. 13). Both the author and 
Mr. Seversmith set aside Caleb and Ralph for the reasons given. 

Before reaching a final conclusion regarding Ephraim, Rachel, 
and Samuel, the author wishes to dispose of Abraham and Jacob. 
There is nothing to indicate close relationship between them and 
the first three. Quite the contrary. They lived in a separate 
neighborhood and their names do not appear on any records or 
instruments common to the first three. It would seem almost 
certain that they belong to the Samuel (No. 1) family. The 
author’s guess is that they are children of Abraham by his second 
wife. 

Regarding Ephraim, Rachel and Samuel, the author confesses 
to continued belief in their origin from Robert (No. 13). Robert 
(No. 13) could well have been born before 1666. If we do not 
have to presuppose more than the seven or eight children listed 
above, there is no difficulty due to age. The psychological objec- 
tion based on lack of mention in the grandfather’s will would, 
in the author’s opinion, not hold in the case of grandchildren 
who had received their portion and gone away to live. Where 
there was to be no legacy, there would be little likelihood of 
mention. As already pointed out, the testator’s own daughter, 
Elizabeth Leek, still alive, is unmentioned; as also are Hannah 
and Mary, children of the deceased son Robert. 

Now then, if Ephraim was not Robert’s eldest son, then Robert, 
the grandson, born about 1692, undoubtedly was the eldest. We 
find this Robert in his grandfather’s will. According to the 
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customs of primogeniture, the eldest son received two portions of 
the estate, and all the other sons one portion. Since Robert’s 
father had predeceased his grandfather, then the grandparental 
estate was still to be divided, and the eldest son entitled to two 
portions of his father’s share. But what does the will provide? 
The same legacy to grandson John, younger brother of Robert, 
as to Robert himself. This would indicate to the author that 
(if the usual allowance was made for primogeniture) Robert was 
not then the eldest son of his father, but rather points to another 
unmentioned as the eldest—one who has received his portion. 

Now as to the records. The author agrees that there should 
probably be records of these three who went to Salem County as 
having received their portion. But this need not necessarily be 
so, especially if they were given cash. They probably purchased 
land in New Jersey with cash, yet the Jersey land records do not 
show the purchase. 

A further point in favor of the Robert (No. 13) theory as 
against the Abraham (and the author agrees with Mr. Seversmith 
that it should be one of these two), is that the records of East 
Hampton, not Brookhaven, show the presence of the Bucks. 
What more likely than that when Henry married their sister and 
went to the new colony, the two brothers went along in his house- 
hold? The author could point to a number of similar cases. 

For the reasons given, the author assigns these three to Robert 
(No. 13) and suggests the approximate birth dates as given above 
for Robert’s children. The author further suggests that Bethiah 
was probably the first wife of Ephraim and the mother of the 
first three of his known children. 


' OUTLINE FOR A GENEALOGY OF THE FAMILY OF 
HUMPHREY MILLARD OF READING, MASS.

Introductory Note 


The authors, after completing their review of the Family of 
Matthew Smith of Charlestown, Mass., 1637,} became interested 
in tracing certain other descendants of their emigrant ancestor. 
Among these have been the families named Millard, children and 
grandchildren of Elizabeth* Smith who married Humphrey 
Millard of Reading, Mass. Being unable to find anything new 
on the ancestry of this man, they offer in brief the careful and 
studied findings of the late Prof. Franklin H. Giddings of Colum- 
bia University, which he published in the New York Genealogical

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and Biographical Record. In 1915 he issued an article? correct- 
ing certain errors in the Millard ancestry as printed in the Com- 
memorative Biographical Record of Dutchess County, N. Y. 
(Beers & Co., 1897), pages 242-243, and more recently in the 
Genealogical and Family Histories of Southern New York 
(Cuyler Reynolds, 1914), pages 65-68. The following year he 
published another article in the same magazine* entitled ‘‘The 
Millard Ancestry of President Fillmore.’’ Here he gave the 
early genealogy of the family of John!’ Millard of Rehoboth, 
Mass. We are especially indebted to Prof. Giddings for his dis- 
covery of the line of John Millard Jr. of Cornwall, Conn., as 
coming from Humphrey of Reading and not from John! Millard 
of Rehoboth, and we recommend these articles to any interested 
in this phase of the subject. 

The authors gratefully acknowledge their indebtedness to Mrs. 
Joseph C. Ballou of Becket, Mass., for copying for them the 
Millard data carefully compiled for so many years by the late 
Miss Cerelia Snow of that town; also to Mrs. Raymond Pearl of 
Winsted, Conn., for furnishing data Prof. Giddings had obtained 
from a Millard Family Bible; to Miss Emily E. Marsh of Corn- 
wall, Conn., for supplying information obtained from Philo 
Millard of Woodhull, N. Y., and for cemetery inscriptions copied 
in Cornwall and in N. Egremont, Mass.; to Mrs. E. B. Wilson of 
Brookline, Mass., for notes from Family Bible records sent her 
by Millard-Bidwell descendants; to Miss Susie M. Millard of 
Pittsfield, Mass., for data from family records, and to Mrs. Clare 
E. Goodsell of Garrettsville, Ohio, for similar material. Philip 
Mack Smith has furnished much valuable material from U. 8. 
Census records in Washington, D. C., and from Probate records 
in Pittsfield. 

This outline, obviously, is still incomplete, having gaps in sev- 
eral places. It will, however, serve for a foundation, upon which 
others may, perhaps, build a more finished work.

1. JoHN MILLARD, otherwise Miller, of Boston and Salem, 
Mass., was probably the ancestor of the Millards of Salem and 
‘the eastward,’’ and of Humphrey® Millard of Charlestown and 
Reading. John' of Salem and Thomas! of Newbury may have 
been related to the family of the Milward otherwise Miller kin- 
dred which had estates at Nether Wallop, Hants, and at Batecomb, 
Somerset, England.* John! Millard, a tailor, bought a house and 
land and shop in Salem in 1657. John had a son, Jasper.

2. JASPER MILLARD, son of John Millard (No. 1) of Salem, 
was at Strawberry Bank (Portsmouth, N. H.) in 1660 and at 
Sagodahoe, Me., 1679, and at Pemaquid, Me., in 1687. He 
appears to have had connections with Charlestown and may have 
lived there in 1653. Giddings stated that Jasper may have been 
the father of Humphrey* Millard.*

3. Humpurey MILLARD, who according to Wyman* may have 
been from Rhode Island, was in Reading, Mass., as early as 1676. 
His name appears as ‘‘Humphrey Miller’’ in a list of early set- 
tlers there between 1640 and 1700.5 That he was a soldier in 
King Philip’s War is proved by the fact that his heirs were 
included among 840 claimants to whom land in five townships 
was granted in 1733. He must have been one of those who 
shared the hardships of the Narraganset campaign and the great 
Swamp Fight in December, 1675. Words from a message recom- 
mending this grant indicate that the patriots doubtless earned 
their reward. 


Proclamation was made to them, when mustered on Dedham Plain whence 
they began their march (Dec. 9, 1675) that if they played the man, took 
the fort, and drove the enemy out of the Narraganset country, which was 
their great seat, they should have a gratuity in land besides their wages. 
Such a victory was achieved, and if we consider the difficulties these brave 
men went through in storming the fort in the depths of winter, and in the 
pinching wants they afterwards underwent in pursuing the Indians that 
escaped through a hideous wilderness, formerly known throughout New 
England to this day by the name of the ‘‘Hungry March,’’ and if we 
further consider, that until this brave, though small army, thus played the 
man, the whole country was filled with distress and fear, and we trembled 
in this capital, Boston itself, and that to the goodness of God, to this army 
we owe our fathers’ and our own estates—they ought to have their claim.® 


Bodge records that Humphrey Millard was in the garrison at 
Billerica under Capt. Wheeler, Jan. 25, 1675/6; with Lieut. 
Nathaniel Reynolds on April 24, 1676; among soldiers raised in 
Charlestown, credited to Capt. Joseph Syll, June 24, 1676; with 
Capt. Wheeler in the Groton garrison about the same date; and 
under Capt. Jno. Poole Sept. 23, 1676.7.* Millard’s share of 
Narraganset land is described as land in Westminster ‘‘one of 
the Lotts in Narraganset Township No. 2, and all undivided land

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in said Town, descended to me by my honoured Grandfather, 
Humphrey Millard deed.’ 7? Humphrey Millard served under 
Capt. Hunting in the ‘‘ Expedition to Eastward.”’ 

The war over, Humphrey Millard married at Cambridge, Mass., 
Sept. 12, 1677, Elizabeth Smith, daughter of Matthew? (Mat- 
thew!) Smith, b. Woburn, Mass., Sept. 15, 1658.1,14) 713 The 
name of her mother is not known. They lived for a while in 
Reading where their children were born. In 1680 Mr. Millard 
purchased of John Priest 201% acres of land in Charlestown where 
he made his home until his death on April 5, 1684. Widow Eliza- 
beth Millard was granted administration of the estate, and the 
following inventory lists his property.*

4. THomaAs Miiarp, son of Humphrey*® (No. 3) and Elizabeth 
(Smith) Millard, was b. Reading, June 23, 1678 ;'° d. East Had- 
dam, Conn., in the fall of 1728. His wife was named Rebecca, 
and by Giddings and others has been supposed to have been 
Rebecca Dutton, daughter of Joseph and Rebecka (Fitch) Dut- 
ton. But this is in error, for this Rebecca Dutton married Daniel 
Gates, and was still his wife when Thomas Millard mentioned

Millard, who departed this life Aug. 28, 1802, aged 78 years.’’2* 
This John Millard, who was born about 1709, may well be John® 
above. Who his second wife, Elizabeth, was, is not of record. 
What seems to indicate that John® spent his last days living with 
his son, Joshua®, in Egremont, is the fact that the U. S. Census 
for 1800 for that town, shows an aged couple in the family of 
Joshua® that year. They were not enumerated there in 1810, 
which agrees with the death dates of the inscriptions.**

‘ TWO GENERATIONS OF DESCENDANTS OF 
THOMAS KING OF HARTFORD, CONN. 


By Miss Harrier ScoFIELD, of Cleveland, Ohio 


The history of Thomas King and his parents, John and Sarah 
(Holton) King of Northampton, Mass., is satisfactorily given in 
Temple and Sheldon’s History of Northfield, Mass., and will not 
be repeated here. But in that account the arrangement of names 
of Thomas’s children implies that the last two, Thomas and 
Robert, were by his second wife Mary, daughter of Robert and 
Susanna (Treat) Webster. This implication, which has been 
repeated as fact in the Webster genealogy’ and elsewhere, is 
disproved by a study of the facts. 

Thomas King and his first wife, Abigail Strong, removed to 
Hatfield, Mass., and thence to Hartford, Conn., where July 29, 
1688, Abigail King owned the covenant in the First Church and

Webster and Rev. Melville Reuben Webster. It gives names of the children but nothing 
further about them. 
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had her daughter Abigail baptized. Apparently they returned 
to Hatfield where Abigail died July 25, 1689, and where he 
remarried and his daughter Mary, by his second wife, was born 
Oct. 5, 1691. However after 1694, the family lived in Hartford. 
He died there Dec. 26, 1711, and administration on his estate 
was granted Jan. 7, 1711/2, to his son Thomas King. The inven- 
tory included a list of household furnishings and a heifer which 
Abigail Sexton had already received. On May 3, 1714, two- 
thirds of the amount of the original inventory was ordered dis- 
tributed to his children, as follows: to Thomas King, eldest son, 
a double share ; to Robert, Abigail and Mary King, each a single 
share. Although both daughters were married before this date, 
their married names do not appear in the abstract as given in 
Manwaring’s Early Connecticut Probate Records, Hartford Dis- 
trict. The missing third of the estate in the distribution repre- 
sents probably the dower rights of his unknown third wife, who 
survived her husband by one week. 

No positive record has been found to show that Thomas, the 
firstborn child of Thomas King, died young as is repeatedly 
stated. While this may be true, since the son Thomas, although 
of age by 1712, was not called Thomas King Jr., nor the father 
Thomas King Sr., in any record so far discovered, it really 
makes little difference. For the son Thomas who was adminis- 
trator of his father’s estate in January, 1712, must have been 
born by 1689 and have been a son of his father’s first wife, Abi- 
gail Strong. Thomas King, Sr., married Mary Webster, Nov. 7, 
1690, and their first child was born eleven months later. No 
other child of theirs could have been of age in 1712. As Abigail 
(Strong) King died July 25, 1689, the surviving son Thomas was 
born before that date. There is room for his birth in 1688 or 9, 
and the early death of his mother may have been the result of 
childbirth. But in the absence of stronger evidence, only one 
son named Thomas is certain. 


The children of Thomas? King are therefore as follows: 


Nov. 6, 1712, in 
Hartford, Conn., Sarah Mygatt,‘ daughter of Joseph and Sarah

wife, Sarah (Whiting) (Mygatt) King. Children of Thomas 
and Sarah (Mygatt) King, all baptized in the First Church of 
Hartford, Conn., were:

Jan. 31, 1687, Hatfield, Mass.; d. between May 3, 1714, 
when she was named in the distribution of her father’s estate, 
and 1716, when her husband remarried; m. Jan, 20, 1708/9, at 
Hartford, Gershom Sexton (or Saxton). He was admitted 
to full communion in the First Church of Hartford, July 20, 
1712, but removed to Enfield where he m. (2) June 1, 1716, 
Hannah (Pease) Miller, widow of David Miller, and daughter 
of Robert Pease of Enfield, by whom he had eight children 
recorded in Enfield.* Children of Gershom and Abigail (King) 
Sexton, born in Hartford, Conn., were:

June 
16, 1688, Northampton, Mass., son of Preserved and Sarah (New- 
berry) Clapp. He died at Hartford in 1744. Administration 
on his estate was granted Aug. 18, 1744, to Mary Clapp, relict, 

; and she gave bond as administratrix with Robert King as surety. 

; Distribution of estate was ordered April 15, 1748, to Mary Clapp, 

widow, her dowry rights; to the heirs of Oliver Clapp, eldest 

son, a double share; to Elijah Clapp and to Thomas Clapp, each 

a single share; and to the heirs of Mary Clapp alias Waters, 

one share. The Clapp Memorial by Ebenezer Clapp says that 

their son Oliver probably died without heirs, that Mary probably 
died young, and that Thomas, who married and had two children, 
was the eldest son. It adds that Thomas and Mary (King) 

Clapp were the ancestors of most of the Clapp families of 

Connecticut. The correct list of their children then is: 

i. Thomas, b. March 6, 1712, Northampton, Mass.; d. young. 
ii. Mary, b. July 13, 1713, Northampton, Mass.; d. before 
April 15, 1748; m. about 1731, Samuel Waters, probably 
son of Thomas and Sarah (Fenn) Waters and grandson 
of Bevil Waters who had married in 1722 the widow 
Sarah (Webster) Mygatt, mother of the wife of Thomas

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Benjamin, aged 16; Sarah, 13; Samuel, 12; Thomas, 8; 
John, 6; and Bevel (or Bevil), 3. Elijah Clapp was 
also appointed to administer the estate of Samuel Waters, 
dec’d, Aug. 4, 1748. 

iii. Oliver, b. July 7, 1718, Hartford, Conn. As he died before 
his father’s estate was settled in 1748, he was perhaps 
the Oliver Clapp who died at Louisburg, Aug. 30, 1745, 
in the expedition to Cape Breton, given as unidentified 
in the Clapp Memorial. Names of his wife and children 
have not been ascertained. 

iv. Elijah, b. about 1720; d. May 13, 1777; m. Mary Benton. 
His descendants are continued in the Clapp Memorial. 

v. Thomas, again, probably the one who m. Colt, and 
had sons Roger and Thomas; served in the colonial war 
in 1756, where he was taken prisoner and carried to 
Quebec. 

4. Robert, b. perhaps in 1693, if the distribution of his father’s estate 
(his brother Thomas, the administrator, had to be summened into 
court for this) was made just after he, the youngest child, 
became of age. He died in 1748, leaving a widow Elizabeth who 
m. (2) James Bunce. On July 6, 1749, James Bunce and his 
wife Elizabeth, formerly the wife of Robert King, dec’d, petition 
for her dower interest in his estate. She was perhaps the Eliza- 
beth King, daughter of Joseph and Lydia Barnard, named as 
their daughter in her father’s will, Dec. 30, 1737. Since Robert 
King had no sons and his real estate was not readily divisible, 
the court on Dec. 13, 1749, ordered the whole of it assigned to 
Elizabeth Burr, eldest daughter, she and her husband Moses Burr 
giving security to pay the shares of the other heirs, namely 
Sarah King alias Burr, Mary King, and Lydia King. The dis- 
tribution of the personal estate on Feb. 22, 1750/1, was to Eliza- 
beth Bunce, relict of dec’d, one third; to Elizabeth Burr, wife 
of Moses Burr, and to Sarah Burr, wife of Thomas Burr, Jr., 
each their shares. The children of Robert and Elizabeth King 
were as follows: 

i. Elizabeth, m. Moses Burr, son of Thomas Burr, Sr.; d. 
June 1, 1779. 

ii. Sarah, b. in 1726; d. in 1799, aged 73; m. Thomas Burr, 
Jr., brother of her sister Elizabeth’s husband. 

iii. Mary, b. 1730; aged 18 in the probate record of June 6, 
1748; d. the latter part of Dec. 1749, as her estate was 
submitted for probate Jan. 2, 1749/50, but she was named 
in the order of Dec. 13, 1749. Thomas Burr, Jr. was 
appointed administrator of her estate, and final distribu- 
tion of estates of both Robert King and Mary King was 
ordered the same day, June 6, 1753. 

iv. Lydia, b. 1736; aged 12, June 6, 1748. On June 15, 1750, 
**now 14,’’ she chose as her guardian Jonathan Seymour. 
He was son of Elizabeth (Webster) Seymour, sister of 
Mary (Webster) King, and his wife was Mary Bull, 
daughter of Mary (Mygatt) Bull and granddaughter of 
Sarah (Webster) (Mygatt) Waters. Since she was not 
named in the distribution of estate just eight months 
later, she must have died in the interval. 


Considering the early death of Thomas King’s wife, Mary 
Webster, it seems surprising what a tight little clan these Kings,

Mygatts and Websters presented for two generations. Perhaps 
it is worthy of mention that Thomas King’s grandmother Mary 
Holton, wife of William Holton of Northampton, was the only 
person outside of his family to whom Gov. John Webster made a 
bequest in will. 


PROBATE DIGESTS, THEIR VALUE AND DANGERS 


A Note by the Editor-in-Chief 


One of the most valuable things that an antiquarian can do is 
to copy or abstract the probate records of a region and to place 
them in print so that all interested in the families of that region 
may profit thereby. The antiquarian should be able to read the 
writing of the period without difficulty, he should be familiar 
with family names of his region, and his digest should not be 
so brief as to miss or disguise the sense of the original record. 

Even imperfect digests have their usefulness, and even the best 
are likely to have an occasional imperfection. The most service- 
able are those which follow the exact wording of the original in 
all matters of importance, which omit legal verbiage and repeti- 
tiousness, and which condense and place in brackets matter of 
lesser importance in which the wording of the original is not 
followed precisely. The probate records of Suffolk County, Mass., 
published in early volumes of the New England Historical and 
Genealogical Register are an example of excellent work; so also 
are those of Essex County, Mass., published by the Essex Insti- 
tute. Manwaring’s Digest of the Hartford Probate District 
[‘*Connecticut Probate’’ is a misnomer] is well known and widely 
used, and for the most part well done. 

It is a mistake, however, for the searcher to believe that any 
digest necessarily exhausts the possibility of extracting further 
information from the original records. There are, for example, 
serious errors in Manwaring’s Digest, and the number of such 
errors is rather large, though not large in proportion to the size 
of the undertaking. Many of the errors were found and printed 
in front of the second and third volumes, and those who use these 
volumes frequently would do well to check them through and 
insert references to the corrections in the proper places; for it is 
hard for even the most conscientious genealogist to remember to 
look at the errata every time he has occasion to consult a book. 
An evening spent in marking the corrections on the pages where 
the errors are located is well rewarded over the years in time 
saved and mistakes avoided. 

It is well known that the seventeen helpful volumes of New 
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York Wills published by the New York Historical Society devote 
the final two volumes to corrections. Here the errors are too 
numerous for a genealogist or librarian to mark them all on the 
pages where they occur, but one should always remember to con- 
sult those last two volumes when using the set. 

The danger—the chief danger—of digests, apart from the 
chance of error, is the confidence the inquirer is likely to feel that 
the possibilities of that original source have been completely 
exhausted by the digester. Time and again, I have found that 
the original probate files at Hartford contain information of 
genealogical importance which Manwaring completely overlooked, 
sometimes hidden away in inventories, in receipts, and in 
accounts. For example, there is always a chance, when no dis- 
tribution was filed, that the executor in his final account specifies 
what he paid to his sisters. In one case, the testator mentioned 
his daughters by their given names only, but in the final account, 
the son and executor mentioned his sisters by their married 
names. It is no easy task to go through a mass of old papers 
and extract every item of importance. A digester cannot be 
expected to use the same care in performing this work on a whole- 
sale scale that a searcher would employ when seeking any item, 
however insignificant, that may help to solve his specific problem. 

Some digests are too brief to convey always the precise meaning 
of arecord. The value of legacies given to different relatives is 
sometimes of significance. An unmarried daughter may be left 
much more than her married sisters who have already received 
all or part of their portions. The abstracts of early New Haven 
probate records which were published in the New England His- 
torical and Genealogical Register suffer at times from undue 
brevity and rearrangement of items, and also contain a number 
of misreadings of names. For example (Vol. 81, p. 135), the 
will of Benjamin Wilmott is thus digested : ‘‘ Bequeaths to three 
children of son Benjamin, to Benjamin, Nathan, and Mary Bur- 
rill, and Lydia French, children of his daughter Anna, and to 
son William.’’ Examination of the original record (Vol. 1, 
Part 1, p. 144) shows that he gave: to the three children of my 
son Benjamin, £20; 20 shillings to each of the foure children of 
my daughter Anna Bunnill Vizt Benjamin & Nathan" Bunnill & 
Lidia ffrench & Mary Bunnill; and to son William, the residue. 
It will be seen that Bunnill was misread as Burrill, and Nathaniel 
as Nathan; and by rearranging the names of the grandchildren 
for convenience, the order is changed and the order indicates 
that Lydia was older than Mary. 

The will of Richard Mansfield is quoted as stating that his 
eldest son was ‘‘a wild boy’’ and the younger ‘‘of a bitter spirit.”’ 
Actually, the testator restricted the part that was to go to the 
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elder son because of his wildness, and wrote that the younger 
was ‘‘of a better spirit.’’ The younger son became the promi- 
nent Major Moses Mansfield, for whom the town of Mansfield, 
Conn., was named, and his descendants should not be left believ- 
ing that in youth he exhibited a bitter spirit. 

In connection with the estate of Thomas Jeffrie of New Haven, 
certain entries are placed under Betty instead of Jeffrie, and 
these entries are not given in full and certain names are misread. 
Since Hugh Rossiter figures in these entries, which were quoted 
from the digest by Mr. Colket in his article on the Rossiter family 
[ante, 13: 146], it may be of interest to give here a more complete 
and (we hope) more accurate digest. 

Thomas Jeffrie of New Haven by will gave to his sister Sarah’s 
children in old England .... we certify that sd Sarah is the wife 
of George Betty an inhabitant of our p|ar]ish of Combe St. Nich- 
olas, County of Sumersett .... they haveing Two children. 
Dated 30 Jan. 1664. Those signing the certificate were Thomas 
Grenfeild, Vicar; Robt Chuth[{?] and John Meacham, Church- 
wardens, William Wilkins and Hugh Rossiter. Under date of 
2 Feb. 1664, The children chose their father guardian; signed 
by Hugh Rossiter, Roger Mathew, ffrancis Standerwicke, Willm 
England. A Power of Attorney, dated 2 Feb. 1664, from George 
Betty of Combe St. Nicholas, guardian to his children John & 
Ellinor, to ‘‘my friend Humphry Pinny of Windsor . ‘ 
Conecticutt’’; witnesses—Roger Mathews, ffrancis Standerwicke, 
Willm England. 

Digests are of great help to those who are unable to get to the 
actual records. Naturally, they differ in accuracy and complete- 
ness, according to the ability and experience of those who prepare 
them. Good digests are a boon to genealogists, both professional 
and amateur. Those that are not so good often baffle the searcher 
and sometimes lead him to erroneous conclusions. If there is 
any reason to question the digest used, or when it is desirable 
to obtain every scrap of information in the settling of difficult 
problems, it is well to seek the evidence of the original records. 


WILL OF WILLIAM BROWN OF REHOBOTH, MASS., 
1776

The William Brown of the following will was fourth generation from 
Nicholas' Brown of Lynn & Reading, Mass., through Cornelius? Brown of 
Reading & Ipswich, and Lieut. William* Brown of Reading, Cambridge, 
Brighton and Natick, Mass. 

This William‘ Brown was born at Cambridge, Nov. 24, 1704; died at 
Rehoboth, Mar. 21, 1784, aged 80; buried at East Providence, R. I. He 
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married at Rehoboth Oct. 10, 1728, Ruth® Walker (Samuel*,*, Philip’, 
‘Widow? Walker’’). Ruth (Walker) Brown is also buried at East Provi- 
dence, R. I. 

Rehoboth VR-Deaths: Elizabeth Brown, wife of William, in 27th year, 
April 27, 1725. This Elizabeth Brown may have been a first wifg of 
William‘ Brown, and Ruth Walker may have been second wife. This Eliza- 
beth would have been about six years older than William‘ Brown. Rehoboth 
printed records have many errors and the death record of this Elizabeth 
Brown may be something entirely different in the original records. 

The Walker Genealogy (1861) erred in making this William Brown son 
of Samuel‘ Brown (b. 1677) of Rehoboth, of the ‘‘John Browne, Gentle- 
man’’ family. That Samuel m. in 1708 Anna Darling of Mendon, Mass. 
His will, dated 1751, on file at Taunton, mentions wife Anna; son Peter; 
daughters Ann, Martha and Abigail; granddaughter Lydia, daughter of 
Ichabod; grandsons Samuel and Ichabod, children of Samuel. Samuel’s 
wife Anna also left a will, proved in 1753. They certainly had no son 
William.

Ill. The Nathaniel Browne Family 


The early history of the Browne family of Snelston, co. Derby, 
is difficult. A William Brown appears in an assessment at 
Snelston in 1525 and made his will in 1540, mentioning a son 
Thomas and daughter Margaret. In the 1543 assessment there 
was a Thomas Browne sr. and also jr. at Snelston, and adminis- 
tration was granted on the estate of one Thomas in 1544. One 
of the latter was doubtless the Thomas with whom a visitation 
pedigree begins.

Since Nathaniel Browne came over in boyhood with Hooker, 
the Hartford minister, as mentioned in the will of his uncle, 
Sir Nathaniel Rich, we find no record of him in this country 
until his marriage at Hartford, on 23 Dee. 1647, to Eleanor 
Watts. [Conn. Hist. Soc. Coll. 14:607.] He seems never to 
have owned land there, and shortly after marriage settled in 
Springfield, Mass., where the birth of a son Nathaniel occurred 
on ‘‘the first Monday in 1648/9.’% This child died young. The 
rest of his children were recorded in Middletown and presumably 
were born there. Nathaniel made one voyage to England, pos- 
sibly to collect legacies there. The will of his father-in-law, 
Richard Watts, 20 Oct. 1653, says, ‘‘to my Daughter Browne the 
whole Charge of her board & the board of her child, her husband 
& servant, ffrom the Time that her husband went ffrom her toward 
England, Toe the Day of my Death.’’ Nathaniel was evidently 
back from England when this was written, and probably was 
stopping with his father-in-law at the time. This suggests that 
his actual settlement in Middletown may not have occurred until 
around that time. He was made a freeman 18 May 1654 as a 
resident of Middletown. 

Richard Watts was not an original settler of Hartford, Conn., 
but was there by 1639 and was one of those who had land by 
courtesy of the town. He is possibly the Richard Watts named 
as one of a group of men associated with Rev. John White of 
Dorchester, co. Dorset, England, in an adventure from 1623 to 
1628 to New England |New Eng. Hist. and Gen. Register, 
61: 278]. 

At a Particular Court in Hartford, 21 Aug. 1646, John Ranolds 
(Reynolds) was fined and ordered whipped ‘‘for harboring the 
Rouges that brake pryson’’ and Richard Watts went surety for 
the £5 fine; at the same Court, ‘‘Elnor Watts for the like mis- 
demeanor w™ Jo: Ranolds is ffyned 5 and whipped in her M*™* 
howse.’’ We don’t know the story back of this or why Eleanor 
Watts aided in harboring the jail-breakers. [{Conn. Hist. Soc. 
Coll, 22:42.] This was the year before her marriage. 

The will of Richard Watts, dated 20 Oct. 1653, gave his wife 
Elizabeth life use of his entire estate, and £20 to dispose of; the 
residue after her death was to be equally divided between the 
children of his daughter Hubbard and the child of his daughter 
Browne. He then gave his daughter Browne her board, etc., as 
quoted above, and made his wife executrix. The inventory, 
taken 20 Mar. 1654, showed an estate of only £114.17.06. [{Man- 
waring’s Digest, Hartford Probate Records, 1:161.| It may be 
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concluded that the sons Thomas and William had already 
received their full portions in land or otherwise. The witnesses, 
in an added note, stated that it was Richard’s will that his son 
Thomas Watts, after the death of Elizabeth, should have his 
three acre upland lot at the Town’s End. 

The will of Elizabeth Watts of Hartford, dated 28 Feb. 1665/6 
(inventory taken 17 Apr. 1666), calls her Widow and mentions 
the will of her husband Richard Watts and directs that his 
legacy to the children of his daughter Hubbard and to Hannah 
Browne should be paid. She gives £10 to her cousin Mary Smith, 
living in Banbury, co. Oxford England, and £8 to her cousin 
George Haines, who is blind. To cousin [grandson] Daniel 
Hubbard, her part of the mare owned jointly, also some house- 
hold furnishings and a steer. To her daughter Hubbard, her 
gown, coat and hood. To her daughter Browne, ‘‘my best Stuff 
petticoat.’” Other wearing linens and woolens to be equally 
divided between her daughter Hubbard, her daughter Browne, 
and her cousin [grandchild] Mary Ranne. To her cousin Eliza- 
beth Hubbard; cousin Hannah Browne; cousin Richard Hub- 
bard ; cousin Nathaniel Browne [all grandchildren]. To widdow 
Wesley, 10s.; to Thomas Waples, 20s.; to Widdow Watson, 10s. ; 
and to the latter’s two daughters, 5s. apiece. To Mr. John 
Whiting, Pastor of the Hartford Church, 40s. <A platter each 
to Hannah Ensign and Mary Peck. To my maid Elizabeth 
Taintor. {Manwaring’s Digest, 1: 247-8.] 

The curious usage of cousin for grandchild is found throughout 
this will and in some other wills of the period. It is possible that 
Mary Smith and George Haines, both in England, were also 
grandchildren, and children of a daughter who remained there. 
The son William Watts had land laid out to him in Hartford 
in 1647, and Thomas Watts in 1651. Thomas Watts later (in 
1668) had land entered to himself. by purchase which had 
belonged to ‘‘his Brother W™ Watts (which he ordered the value 
of it as apprized in the Inuentory to be payd to his Sister in 
england).’’ [Conn. Hist. Soc. Coll. 14: 399, 425-8. | 

William Watts returned to England and died there ; inventory 
of his estate in Hartford was taken 2 May 1668. This was his 
land ‘‘in Custody of Thomas Watts’’ and ‘‘a legacy from his 
Mother now in the hands of his brother Thomas Watts, 40 shil- 
lings.’’ |Manwaring’s Digest, 1: 248.] No such legacy is men- 
tioned in the will of Elizabeth Watts, but she may have placed 
this in the hands of Thomas for William before her death. The 
sister in England is mentioned only once; quite likely William 
left a will in England and gave something to her, for which 
Thomas became responsible when he took over William’s land in 
Hartford. Unless Eleanor (Watts) Browne was temporarily in 
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England at this time (1668), there must have been a third 
daughter (perhaps the eldest), and she may have been mother of 
the ‘‘cousins’’ Mary Smith and George Haines named in the 
will of Elizabeth Watts. 

Thomas Watts married at Hartford, 1 May 1645, Elizabeth 
Steele, but they had no children. The will of Capt. Thomas 
Watts of Hartford, dated 6 Aug. 1683 (inventory taken 22 Oct. 
1683) named his wife Elizabeth ; his brother’s son Samuel Hub- 
bard ‘‘whom I have brought up from a child’’; his Kinsman 
Samuel Steele, Jr. ; the other six of his sister Hubbard’s children, 
Joseph, Daniel, Nathaniel, Richard, Mary Rannie, and Elizabeth 
Hubbard ; his brother Brown’s children, Nathaniel, John, Benony 
Brown, Hannah Lane (the wife of Isaac Lane), to whom he gave 
‘‘all my Lands Lying in the bounds of Middletown, and £38 
more’’; brother James Steele’s two sons, James and John. 
[Manwaring’s Digest, 1: 378.] 

Elizabeth Watts (widow of Capt. Thomas) died 25 Feb. 
1684/5, and her will, made 14 Feb. 1684/5, names mostly her 
own Steele relatives; but she gave a bed to ‘‘my Cousen Samuel 
Hubart’’ and ‘‘to my Cousen Benony Browne my husband’s 
Cloake and raper that was my brother Brown’s.’’ She also gave 
‘‘to my sister Willett a pece of new Sarg bought for a peety- 
Coatt, and a Sute of my best Wering lining, and a holon arpen 
with a pece down the sid, a paire of Cotten Gloves that ware my 
huspan, and two of his bands.’’ (Manwaring’s Digest, 1: 377.) 
The sister Willett was her husband’s sister, Eleanor (Watts) 
Browne, under her third married name.

Inventory of the estate of Nathaniel Browne of Middletown 
was taken, 26 Aug. 1658 ; total, £96.02.04. (Manwaring’s Digest, 
1:101.) There are indications that Nathaniel had been improvi- 
dent, in particular, several suits against him for debt, some of 
them for considerable amounts. (Conn. Hist. Soc. Coll., vol. 22. 

The family record of Nathaniel Browne was entered in Middle- 
town Land Records, 1: 28 (printed in The American Genealogist, 
12: 217) under the heading, ‘‘Children of m™ Nathanill Browne 
& Elenor his wife.’’ The child born in Springfield, doubtless 
dead when the entry was made, was omitted, but the other five 
children are given. Underneath was later added the record that 
‘*Elleno™ aboue s* wife of m™ Nathan" broun’’ died 28 Sept. 1703. 
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At a General Court at Hartford, 17 May 1660, ‘‘This Court 
haueing intelligence y' Jasper Clemens being in a probable way 
to enter into the estate of marriage, and confessing that he had 
a wife in England, and noth: doth appeare to evidence that she 
is dead, It is therfore ordered, that the said Jasper and Ellin 
Browne shalbe forthwith seperated, vntil such evidence is pro- 
cured that may clearly demonstrate that the couent of marriage 
be dissolued twixt y® said Clemens and his former wife. And the 
Townsmen of Middle Towne are required to put this order forth- 
with in execution.’’ (Col. Rec. Conn., 1: 351-2.) 

The evidence must have been forthcoming that Jasper had a 
right to marry again, for his will proves that the marriage of 
Eleanor (Watts) Browne took place. The will of Jasper 
Clements of Middletown, aged about 64 years, made 13 Oct. 1677 
(inventory taken 7 Nov. 1677), gave ‘‘to Eleanor my wife all 
my Cows & all Cow Kind whatsoever, only a 12 Moneth after my 
decease to give to John Brown a Cow and a Calf, And to Benoni 
Brown a Cow & a Calf.’’ Other gifts to John and Benoni. ‘‘I 
give to Nathaniel Brown 17 acres of Swamp in Long Meadow 
Swamp, & 15 acres of Upland near the south End of the Town. 
My two great Lotts on the West side of the Great River I give 
to Nathaniel Brown & John Brown & Benoni Brown, to be 
divided equally amongst them.’” To Hannah Lane, the younger, 
2 sheep. To my wife all my household goods except certain 
things after her death to go to ‘‘my cousin’? Hannah Lane 
[cousin here means step-granddaughter]. {Manwaring’s Digest, 
1: 291. ] 

After the death of Jasper Clements at Middletown, 16 Oct. 
1677, Eleanor married a third time, to Nathaniel Willett of Hart- 
ford, who died 4 Jan. 1697/8. ‘‘I give to my wife the Use of a 
third part of all my Lands during her natural life. And if she 
sees fit to live in Hartford, I give her the Use of my House, Barn 
& Homelott, besides the thirds, during her Widowhood. Also, 
I give unto my wife 2 Plows, 1/3 part of my Sheep, 1/3 part 
of my Household Goods, with the Provision in the House. in 
full of her Dowry, she keeping houseing and fences in repair.’’ 
The rest went to his own heirs. {Manwaring’s Digest, 1: 596-7. ] 
Her death in Middletown on 28 Sept. 1703 has already been 
reported. 

In the early generations of Nathaniel Browne’s descendants, 
infant mortality was unusually high, and many of those who 
lived to adult age died early or in middle life. The male line 
became extinct with a great-grandson of the same name who died 
about 1752. There are, however, numerous descendants in 
female lines. We plan to include all the descendants we have 
been able to trace, through the fifth generation. This will enable 
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a very large number of people to establish their connection with 
the interesting English house of Rich.

THE ORIGIN OF JOHN AND HENRY GRAY 


John Gray, ancestor of the New Jersey family, and Henry 
Gray, ancestor of the Connecticut family, were named as sons in 
the will of William Gray of Harrow on the Hill, Middlesex, 
dated 27 Jan. 1647, proved 4 Jan. 1648. They had brothers, 
Isaac and William, the latter a merchant tailor of London (Hack- 
ney), whose will dated 1 Sept. 1657 was proved 18 Nov. 1663. 
The younger William obtained a confirmation of arms which had 
been granted to Robert Gray of London in 1635, and it is there- 
fore to be presumed that the New England family, descended 
from William (d. 1648), was closely related to the armigerous 
Robert.! 

Mr. Charles H. Gray of Philadelphia, Penn., attempted to 
trace the earlier history of the family through the College of 
Arms, and a report was received in 1944 from R. P. Graham- 
Vivian, Bluemantle, certain items of which Mr. Gray has kindly 
permitted us to quote. The grant to Robert Gray is as follows: 


Grants and confirmation to Robert Gray of London Esq. at this time 
Master of the Company of Marchant Tayloars and likewise founder of an 
Almshouse in Taunton co. Somerset; to said Robert Grey and to Thomas 
Grey his nephew and the several descendants of their bodies for ever ..... 
April 1635. 

Arms: Barry of six pieces Argent & Azure on a bend Gules 3 chapletts Or. 

Crest: On a wreath of his colours Argent & Azure a Mount Vert thereon, 
standing a grey Or [the painting depicts a bear but may be meant for a 
badger 


‘‘Barry of six Argent and Azure’’ is the coat of the historic 
Gray or Grey family, descended from Anchetel de Grey. The 
report from the College states: ‘‘The fact that the Arms of the 
two recorded families are identical would appear to acknowledge 
descent from a common ancestor with the right to those arms, 
but the details of this descent have not been registered in either 
the Armorial or Genealogical Ms. Records of the College.’’ In

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other words, no evidence has been found to prove the descent of 
Robert Gray (of London, 1635) and his relative, William Gray 
(ancestor of the New England family), from the historic English 
house (Barons Grey of Codnor, ete.), except the obliging assump- 
tion of seventeenth century heralds that the London family was 
entitled to the arms of the historic house by common descent. 
Just how much weight this assumption merits is, of course, 
entirely a matter of opinion. 

The will of Robert Gray has not been consulted. He was of 
All Hallows, Bread Street, London, and born in Taunton, Som- 
erset. Administration with the will (150 Lee) was granted to 
mother Mary, during minority of niece Catherine Gray. On 8 
June 1642, administration was granted to Symon Middleton and 
his wife Catherine, now of age. Catherine had died by 5 July 
1645, when administration was granted to Peter Jones of London, 
merchant. Administration was granted, 25 Jan. 1666/7, de bonis 
non, to Thomas Clotworthy, his father William Clotworthy, next 
of kin of the deceased, being now also deceased ; and finally, 19 
June 1675, to William Clotworthy the younger, Hugh Pitcher 
and Thomas Clotworthy being deceased.* 

It would appear from this that Robert’s nephew Thomas Gray, 
mentioned in the grant of arms, died before him, and that his 
nearest relative was a niece, Catherine Gray, who married Simon 
Middleton but died soon after leaving a Clotworthy family the 
nearest surviving relatives. William Gray, ancestor of the Amer- 
ican family, was therefore not a brother of Robert, but could 
have been a first cousin. 

A pedigree without arms, registered by Thomas Grey of Sussex 
in 1634, gives the following descents :* 

John Grey of Redcastle, co. Montgomery, had sons: 

1. Edward of Bildas, co. Salop.; father of: 
Edward, of Bildas; father of: 
Thomas of Ashdowne Forest, co. Sussex, the registrant. 
2. Thomas, father of:

The Robert of London in this pedigreee, whose descent is given 
in the fifth generation from John Grey of Redeastle, co. Mont- 
gomery, is almost certainly the Robert who obtained the grant of 
arms in 1635 and whose will states Taunton, Somerset, as his 
place of birth. William, the ancestor of the New England fam- 
ily, could have been a first cousin of Robert of London (1635), 
and a grandson of Thomas of St. James, Taunton, Somerset. It

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is believed that a search of parish registers and wills would 
amplify the facts above set forth and perhaps prove the descent 
of the American family from John Grey of Redeastle, Mont- 
gomery. It would be more difficult, and perhaps impossible, to 
carry the pedigree back of that point and to establish a connec- 
tion with the historic family of Grey. 


THOMAS HALE, GLOVER, OF NEWBURY, MASS. 


By G. ANDREWS Moriarty, A.M., LL.B., F.S.A. 


The serious genealogist has two tasks to accomplish; first, to 
compile truthful genealogies based upon sound record evidence, 
and second, to demolish fanciful and fictitious genealogies based 
upon wishful thinking and not upon sound proof. 

At first glance it would seem that a further consideration of 
the family of Thomas Hale, the early settler of Newbury, Mass., 
is unnecessary, as a carefully compiled genealogy of his imme- 
diate descendants for three generations by the Hon. Robert S. 
Hale of Elizabethtown, N. Y., was published in the New England 
Historical and Genealogical Register in 1877 (Vol. XXXI, pp. 
83-99). This was followed in 1881 by an equally admirable 
account of his English ancestry by the same author, based upon 
the researches of the distinguished Anglo-American genealogist, 
Col. Joseph Lemuel Chester D.C.L., entitled ‘‘Thomas Hale of 
Newbury, Mass., 1637. His English Origin and Connections’’ 
(Register, Vol. XXXV, pp. 367-376). In 1910 his marriage to 
Thomazin Dowsett on 11 Dee. 1632 at St. Helen’s Bishopsgate, 
London, together with the marriages of his parents and his mater- 
nal grandparents at Watton-at-Stone, Co. Herts., was contributed 
to the Register by Mr. William P. Greenlaw (Register, Vol. 
LXIV, p. 186) ; and in 1932 Mr. Walter G. Davis of Portland, 
Me., printed a short article upon the parentage of his wife, 
Thomazin Dowsett (Register, Vol. LX XVI, pp. 75-76). 

From this it will be seen that the family of Thomas Hale has 
been so thoroughly examined and his English ancestry so firmly 
established as to render further notice unnecessary, were it not 
for the fact that a few years since, the worthy Thomas figured in 
that extraordinary compilation the ‘‘American Supplement’’ to 
Burke’s Landed Gentry, as one of ‘‘the aristocracy of America’”’ 
and is there stated to have been a cadet of the gentle family of 
Hale of King’s Walden, Co. Herts. This 17th century worthy of 
early Newbury must be somewhat disconcerted in his heavenly 
abode to find himself listed with Walt Disney, Dr. Angle and 


other well known ‘‘aristocrats’’ of 20th century America, an 
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‘*aristocracy’’ remarkable for the obscurity of its origin and the 
shortness of its pedigrees. If Thomas Hale’s connection with the 
Hales of King’s Walden is a myth, he did, at any rate, spring 
from a good yeoman family of Hertfordshire, whose pedigree 
reaches well back into the 16th century, a thing by no means as 
common as some may suppose, and he certainly deserves a better 
fate than to be listed among the ‘‘ American aristocracy’’ a la 
Burke’s Landed Gentry. 

We will now consider the parentage of Thomas Hale and his 
alleged descent from the landed family of Hale of King’s 
Walden. The main facts of his life are quite clear. He came in 
the Hector from London in 1637 (Pope’s Pioneers, p. 207) bring- 
ing a letter from his mother’s brother, Francis Kirby, to Gov. 
John Winthrop, dated at London 10 May 1637 (Mass. Hist. Soc. 
Coll., 4th Series, Vol. VII, p. 19). He settled at Newbury in 
1638 and removed to Haverhill about 1645. He was one of the 
first selectmen of Haverhill in 1646, and in 1647 he was one of 
those chosen by the town to ‘‘try small causes.’’ He held several 


town offices in Haverhill, but returned to Newbury about 1652, 
and in 1657 removed to Salem but later returned to Newbury, 
where he died on 21 Dee. 1682, leaving his widow, Thomazin, 
who died 30 Jan. 1682/3, and four children, to wit : Thomas, bapt. 
at Watton 18 Nov. 1633; John, bapt. at Watton 19 April 1635; 
Samuel, born at Newbury 2 Feb. 1639/40; and Apphia, born in 


1642, who became the wife of Benjamin Rolfe. In the records 
Thomas Hale is styled ‘‘glover,’’ ‘‘yeoman’’ and, on one occa- 
sion, ‘‘leather dresser’’ (Register, Vol. XX XI, pp. 83-84). 

The learned researches of Col. Chester prove that he was the 
only son of Thomas Hale of Watton-at-Stone, Co. Herts. and 
Joan Kirby, his wife. He was baptized at Watton on 15 June 
1606 (Pope’s Pioneers of Mass., p. 207). He had four sisters, 
all baptized at Watton, namely: Dionis, bapt. 15 Aug. 1602: 
Mary, bapt. 8 Oct. 1609; Dorothy, bapt. 28 Mareh 1613, and 
Elizabeth, bapt. 31 Aug. 1617. His parents, Thomas Hale and 
Joan Kirby, were married at Watton on 19 Oct. 1601 (Register, 
Vol. LXIV, p. 186). His father Thomas was buried there on 
19 Oct. 1630 and his will, dated 11 Oct. 1630, was proved 9 Dec. 
1630 by his son Thomas, the executor. The family has not been 
traced beyond the elder Thomas, who was, apparently, a sub- 
stantial yeoman of Watton (Register, Vol. XX XV, pp. 370-371). 

Francis Kirby, the brother of the emigrant’s mother, Joan, 
was the son of John and Joan (Cranfield) Kirby, who were 
married at Watton on 23 Dee. 1576 (Register, Vol. LXIV, p. 
186). He was a London merchant, who engaged in sending sup- 
plies to the colonies of Massachusetts and Connecticut (Mass. 
Hist. Soe. Coll., series iv, Vol. 7, p. 13) and he is deseribed in 
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the English records as a ‘‘skinner’’ (Register, Vol. XXXV, pp. 
372-373). The Kirbys, like the Hales, were a family of substan- 
tial yeomen in the parish of Little Munden, hard by Watton. 

Such, briefly, is the history of the English connections of 
Thomas Hale of Newbury, and it now remains to give a short 
notice of the gentle Hertfordshire family of King’s Walden, with 
which the American Supplement affiliates the Newbury settler, 
without a shadow of proof. The Hales of King’s Walden were 
one of those new families, which arose by trade from among the 
mass of the English people in the social and economic revolution 
of the 16th century. Its founder, Richard Hale, was the son of 
Thomas and Anne (Mitchell) Hale of Codicote, Co. Herts., who 
appears to have been of yeoman stock. This Richard migrated 
in his youth to London, where he became a ‘‘citizen and grocer.’’ 
Prospering greatly, he bought the manor of King’s Walden in 
1575 and founded a gentle family. In 1550 he married, as his 
first wife, Mary Lambert, by whom he had a son and heir, 
William, who succeeded him at King’s Walden. By a second 
wife he had sons Richard and Robert, both of whom left issue. 
Richard the London citizen died at a very advanced age in 
1620. William, his son and heir, had a son Thomas (his fifth 
son and seventh child) born at King’s Walden 15 May, baptized 
there 25 May, 1606. This Thomas undoubtedly died young, as 
he is not mentioned in the will of his father, William, dated 1632, 
proved 1634 (Register, Vol. XXXV, pp. 368-369). 

In Coffin’s Newbury, written long before Col. Chester made 
his searches into the parentage of the Newbury settler, it was 
suggested that the Newbury glover may have been identical with 
the son of William of King’s Walden, a suggestion which the 
work of Col. Chester proved to be incorrect. 

In view of the fact that the true parentage of Thomas Hale 
of Newbury was printed in the Register some sixty-four years 
ago, there would seem to be no excuse for the affiliation given 
him in the American Supplement of The Landed Gentry, and 
one is forced to conclude that the account was furnished by some 
descendant, more anxious for ‘‘a gentle descent’’ than for his 
own highly respectable one from a substantial yeoman and that 
too, although the gentle family with which the affiliation was 
sought, had itself sprung but recently from a yeoman origin. 

The name of Hale is very ancient and widely spread in Hert- 
fordshire, where it occurs as early as the first half of the 13th 
century, but there is no evidence that any of the name had risen 
from the ranks of the yeomanry before 1560. It is not at all 
impossible that the family of the emigrant and that of King’s 
Walden sprang from a common ancestor at a remote period, but 
that this connection will ever be proved is very unlikely. In 
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conclusion I would say that there is no evidence that the Hales 
of Watton were armigerous; the will of the father of the emi- 
grant being sealed merely with a non-heraldric seal bearing an 
unicorn’s head, a device which not even remotely resembles either 
the arms or crest of the Hales of King’s Walden. 


‘ NATHANIEL AND AARON FULLER OF 
ASHFORD, CONN.

[Inasmuch as there were at least three contemporary Aaron Fullers in 
Connecticut during the XVIIIth Century, and there is material in print 
about two of them—Aaron of Colchestert and Aaron of Hampton, it seems 
fitting to give some brief notes about the third Aaron—Aaron Fuller of 
Ashford, whose son and namesake was of Ashfield, Mass. Many more 
sources might be consulted in both unpublished and published records but 
the compiler feels that enough material has been examined and noted to 
prove the lineage. ] 


NATHANIEL? FuuLuer (Jonathan*, Robert',)t born in Rehoboth, 
Bristol County, Mass., 1 March 1675, date of death not known 
but alive 1730. He married in Rehoboth (int.) 1697, Ann But- 
terworth, born in Newport, R. I., as recorded in Ashford, Conn., 
3 June 1677, died in Ashford, 13 June 1737, aged sixty. 

From Rehoboth, Nathaniel went to Windham, Conn., then to 
Mansfield, Conn., and finally to Ashford. There is no settlement 
of his estate in the probate files, although the records at Willi- 
mantic have not been covered. His deeds have not been searched, 
nor any search made for the identity of his wife; these brief 
notes are only presented to show how his son, Aaron, ‘‘fits’’ in 
the family.

AArON* FULLER, Sr. (Nathaniel®, Jonathan*, Robert’), born in 
Windham, Conn., birth recorded in both Windham and Ashford, 
31 October 1706, died in Ashford, Conn., 23 February 1742-43, 
intestate. He married, about 1730, Hannan ————, who was 
living in 1750. She married secondly, — Bartholomew. 
The compiler would be most grateful for any clue to her identity. 

Aaron Fuller, of Ashford, received by a deed of gift from his 
father, Nathaniel Fuller, of same, 7 Oct. 1730, one hundred acres 
there ; recorded 27 Nov. 1730. He bought, from the said Nathan- 
iel Fuller, 42 acres there, 23 May 1738; recorded 24 May 1738; 
the same day, buying further land of his father. (Ashford 
Deeds, F : 267; G: 93, 94.)* 

He mortgaged, as of Ashford, 16 June 1738, the 100 acres to 
the Governor and Company of Conn.; recorded same day. He 
conveyed a tract of land there, some 48 rods by 33 rods, to 
Nathaniel Tiffany, 4 Apr. 1739; recorded 4 July 1739; and also 
sold said Tiffany, 42 acres there, the same day; recorded 4 July 
1739. (tbid., G: 97, 208, 209.)* 

According to Weaver’s manuscript Fuller Genealogy, at the 
Conn. Historical Society in Hartford, the inventory of the estate 
of this Aaron Fuller was dated 25 Feb. 1742-48; and, 28 Feb. 
1748-49, distribution was made to the widow Hannah ‘‘ Bartholo- 
mew,’’ and the children: Josiah, Aaron, Ebenezer, Ann and 
Hannah Fuller. 22 Feb. 1749-50, Moses Fuller, of Stafford, was 
appointed guardian to Josiah Fuller. 

The original division, or distribution, of the real estate, is 
dated 14 Mar. 1750, and made to the widow Hannah, now Bar- 
tholomew, and these children: Josiah, who had two shares as 
eldest son; Aaron the 2d son; Ebenezer the 3d son; Anne, eldest 
daughter; and Hannah, youngest daughter.+ There was a 100- 
acre home farm [given him by his father, Nathaniel, vide ante},

Aaron Fuller served as an officer in the Revolutionary War; 
see the published Massachusetts Soldiers and Sailors in the Revo- 
lution, VI: 145-146. 

An Aaron Fuller was living in Dalton, Berkshire County, 
Mass., in 1790, as head of a household of one male over 16, two 
below, and one female. 

Our Aaron Fuller served on a committee at Ashfield in 1768; 
for more data see also Howes’ History of Ashfield (1910). Aaron 
received no pension for his services in the Revolution.

THE TWO NATHANIEL BACONS

Nathaniel Bacon of Middletown, Conn., was nephew of Andrew 
Bacon of Hartford, Conn., an original proprietor there, who mar- 
ried a widow Stanley and moved to Hadley, Mass., where he died 
in 1669. Andrew’s widow returned to Hartford and her will is 
found in Manwaring’s Digest, volume 1. Andrew Bacon had no 
children of his own. Hinman errs as to that, and makes some 
other misstatements in his long account of the Bacons in his 
Genealogy of the Puritans, 1852, pages 97-106. The evidence is 
convincing that Andrew was uncle of Nathaniel of Middletown, 
and the latter named his eldest son for the uncle, and after losing 
this son, later gave the name Andrew to a younger son. 

Depositions were taken by the New Haven Colony Court in 
1661 on behalf of a Nathaniel Bacon who ‘‘now liveth in New 
England’’ and who was present when the testimony was taken. 
The deponents were John and Mary Fletcher of Milford and 
John Ward of Branford. They testified that Henry and William 
Bacon were brothers and had no other brothers; that they lived

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in Stretton, co. Rutland, England, and that Henry removed to 
Clipsam in the same county; that Henry Bacon had an only son 
Thomas who went to Barbadoes and died; while William’s eldest 
son is Nathaniel Bacon, now living in New England.' 

Since the time of Hinman and Savage, these records have been 
supposed to refer to Nathaniel Bacon of Middletown, Conn. 
But it is emphasized in the depositions that William the father 
of Nathaniel had but one brother, Henry ; while there can be no 
doubt that Andrew of Hartford was uncle of Nathaniel of Mid- 
dletown. Therefore the latter’s father cannot be William who 
had an only brother, Henry. 

The depositions probably refer to Nathaniel Bacon of Barn- 
stable, Mass. They have been supposed to pertain to the Middle- 
town man, chiefly because they were taken in New Haven, not 
far from Middletown. However, Middletown was in Connecticut 
Colony, not in New Haven Colony, and if consideration had been 
given to the residence of Bacon, and if the depositions related to 
the Middletown man, they should have been made in Hartford, 
not in New Haven. Obviously, the depositions were taken by the 
New Haven Colony Court because the deponents lived in New 
Haven Colony, hence they could refer to one Nathaniel Bacon 
as well as to the other. If Nathaniel of Middletown was the man 
meant, it is odd that the depositions fail to describe him as of 
Middletown, which was not far from New Haven. Instead of 
that, we get the more general description, that he was now 
living in New England, which can well apply to the Barnstable 
man. 


THE WIFE OF PETER! MALLORY OF NEW HAVEN

Who was the wife of Peter Mallory of New Haven, ancestress 
of most of the Mallorys of the United States? Her name was 
Mary, but what was her maiden name and parentage? The 
writer has seen but one suggestion made as to her identity. It 
appeared in print first in 1914 in the Historical Catalogue of the 
First Church, New Haven by Franklin Bowditch Dexter, page 
18, where it is stated: ‘‘ Daughter of William Preston and Eliza- 
beth?’’ The interrogation point applies to the entire statement, 
for this was one of many identifications which I supplied to Pro- 
fessor Dexter for this volume, and I qualified the statement with 
a ‘‘probably.’’ In Families of Ancient New Haven, 1929, 5: 1122, 
I repeated the same statement, that Mary was daughter of 
William and Elizabeth (Sale) Preston, and baptized at Chesham, 


1 New Haven Colony Records, 2: 427-8. 
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Bucks, 13 Dec. 1629, but placed it in square brackets to indicate 
its hypothetical nature. 

Therefore the writer feels a responsibility for this identification 
of Peter Mallory’s wife, especially as it has since been often 
repeated as though it were an established fact. An explanation 
should be made of the factors which led me to adopt this hypothe- 
sis—for I have never claimed it to be more than an hypothesis. 

On 6 Feb. 1648/9, Peter Mallory and his wife were before the 
Court, for having relations prior to marriage | New Haven Colony 
Records,* 1:435|. They were then recently married, and the 
presumption is that Mary was a local girl, daughter of one of 
the New Haven colonists. William Preston had a daughter 
Mary, then a little over nineteen years of age. In his will, dated 
9 July 1647, proved 7 Sept. 1647, Preston gave to this daughter 
Mary (then obviously unmarried) £20, to be paid her upon 
attaining the age of nineteen [ibid., 1: 323]. Mary being such a 
common name, these facts of themselves mean little, except that 
Mary Preston was of suitable age for Mallory’s wife, and avail- 
able; and no other marriage has ever been found or claimed 
for her. 

The first appearance in New Haven of Peter Mallory was on 
5 Aug. 1644, when he subscribed to the oath of fidelity, and 
immediately below his name appears that of Joh: Hunter [7bid., 
1: 139]. These were two young unmarried men, and as such, by 
the town’s regulations, could not live alone but must have been 
domiciled with some family. I suggest that they both lived with 
the Preston family. John Hunter made his will 15 May 1648 
(proved .6 March 1648/9), and after giving twenty shillings to 
Sarah Meaker wife of William Meaker, and his best jacket to 
Peter Mallory, left the rest of his estate to ‘‘Mary Preston wid- 
dow late wife of William Preston, deceased,’’ whom he made 
executrix |New Haven Probate Records, 1: pt. 1: 26; New Haven 
Colony Records, 1:439]. Now Sarah Meeker was an older 
daughter of William Preston and sister of Mary, and the widow 
Mary was step-mother of these young women. It looks very 
much as if young Hunter was a member of this household, and 
the Prestons were certainly his closest friends in New Haven, 
though no relationship is mentioned. This makes it significant 
that Hunter remembered also Peter Mallory who, if this theory 
is correct, was probably a member of the same household. Pro- 
pinquity and the intimacy fostered by the primitive household 
arrangements of the period, explain (if they do not excuse) the 
relations between Peter and Mary prior to their marriage. 

This is building a great weight on very slim foundations, I 
admit. However, there are other considerations pointing in the

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same direction. Peter and Mary Mallory named children Daniel, 
John and William; if Mary was a Preston, these would be named 
for two brothers and her father. Of these names, William is the 
most significant, since it was an old English and not a biblical 
name, hence likely to have been a name previously used in the 
family. Mary Preston’s step-mother Mary married Thomas Kim- 
berly and removed to Stratford, with her own sons Jehiel, Hacka- 
liah and Eliasaph. Of these, Hackaliah Preston later removed 
to Woodbury. Peter Mallory, Jr., eldest son of Peter and Mary, 
removed to Stratford and died there. A grandson, Thomas* 
Mallory (Thomas-, Peter') married in Stratford and removed 
shortly after to Woodbury. John, another son of Peter and Mary 
Mallory, married Elizabeth Kimberly, a granddaughter of Mary 
Preston’s step-mother’s second husband. Thus, the family 
names, connections, and migrations, fit very well the theory that 
Mallory’s wife was Mary Preston. For all that, it should be 
understood that the identification is theoretical and it should be 
stated as a possibility, or even a probability, but not as an 
established fact. 


AN EARLY MILES STANDISH 


By WALTER GOODWIN Davis, of Portland, Maine 


To unexpectedly read ‘‘Miles Standish’’ in an English record 
will give any American genealogist a moment of excitement, for 
the origin and ancestry of the gallant Plymouth captain has long 
been sought in vain. Even though the occurrence of the name 
proves to be devoid of any particular evidential value, it is 
perhaps worth preserving. 

Thomas Burdon, a Calais merchant, made his will on June 22, 
1509. The second witness was ‘‘Sir Miles Standish preest & my 
gostly father,’’ and in the body of the will Sir Miles was left a 
gown and a small money legacy. (Prerogative Court of Canter- 
bury, 22 Bennett.) 

In the sixteenth century and earlier priests as well as knights 
were called ‘‘Sir.’’ Lack of knowledge of this fact sometimes 
causes genealogists to go astray and credit a family with knightly 
status when in fact it was of lower rank. Thus Rev. George T. 
Ridlon, in an article on the English ancestry of the poet Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow (Sprague’s Journal of Maine History, 
XIV: 1), seems to believe that the yeoman family of Longfellow 
of Yorkshire produced two knights, ‘‘Sir Richard Langfella’’ 
and ‘‘Sir Peter Langfella,’’ although the context of the docu- 
ments in which their names appear readily proves that they were 
parish parsons. 
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The English colony of Calais drew its Merchants of the Staple, 
tradesmen and officials from all parts of England, so we cannot 
even guess at Sir Miles Standish’s early home.

1626, and the baptism of their 
son Nathaniel on 16 Sept. 1627, both at St. Stephen’s, Coleman 
Street, London (see ante, Vol. 16, p. 43, for the Seeley-Mason 
entries contributed by Mrs. Helen Turney Sharps), we are 
informed by Mrs. J. Harry Baker of Berkeley, California, that 
a correspondent of hers who personally examined the registers 
of St. Stephen’s Church found the baptism therein of a second 
Nathaniel, son of Robert and Mary Seeley, on 1 May 1629. If 
that is correct, the first Nathaniel died in infancy, and the second 
Nathaniel was the settler in Fairfield, Conn.

REPORT TO THE SUBSCRIBERS AND CONTRIBUTORS 


THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST has enjoyed one of the most suc- 
cessful years in its history, and we feel able to give the sub- 
scribers some of the benefit by making the present issue eight 
pages larger than our normal 64-page issue. We should like to 
print regularly 80 pages instead of 64, and have now reached a 
point where only sixty new personal subscriptions, or a sub- 
vention or endowment fund producing $250 annually would 
enable us to achieve this ambition. 

The past year or two, many valuable articles have been 
received, and sheer lack of space has often caused delay and 
postponement in publication, sometimes for an unreasonable 
length of time. We regret this and hope our contributors will 
understand it. We now have enough material on hand for the 
entire year of 1946 and a bit beyond. In view of this, until we 
ean regularly produce a larger magazine, with more pages to 
each issue, we shall be unable to accept any more long articles 
for at least a year. Those on hand will be printed in due course, 
but since we have to diversify the contents with shorter articles, 
it is undesirable to print more than one long article (such as 12 
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to 16 pages) in any one issue, and it will thus be over a year 
before all those on hand can appear. 

The acceptance of one long article frequently necessitates the 
postponement of three or four shorter articles and eventually 
would lead to our having to decline many valuable short articles. 
Our general policy in the future will therefore be against accept- 
ance of articles of more than 6 or 8 pages, unless they are of 
exceptional interest and importance. 

A large number of subscribers took part in the recent poll, 
designed to ascertain the wants of subscribers and how far the 
magazine is at present satisfying those wants. The editors are 
grateful to those, not a few, who expressed themselves as satisfied 
with the magazine ‘‘as is.’’ However, more is to be learned 
from the comments of those who offered criticisms or suggestions. 

Regarding the period of time to which most of our space should 
be given, 10 preferred data earlier than 1700, 13 earlier than 
1750, 30 earlier than 1800, and 7 wanted no limit. This makes 
a vote of 53 to 7 in favor of the 1800 limit we have maintained, 
not absolutely but in general, in the past. One thoughtful reply 
favored data earlier than 1750 for the older settled regions, but 
extending the period far this side of 1800 for regions like Ver- 
mont and central New York which have poor records through 
the difficult western migration period. 

As for geographical preferences, Connecticut received 51 votes, 
Massachusetts 33, New York 32, Rhode Island 18, New Jersey 15, 
Pennsylvania 11, Maine 8, New Hampshire 7, and Vermont 4. 
Except 6 votes for Virginia, the south was virtually not repre- 
sented. It will be seen that the heaviest interest is found in a 
belt across southern New England and New York, with a total 
of 135 votes. Northern New England has a combined vote of 
19, and New Jersey comes next with 15. Several of Pennsyl- 
vania’s 11 votes specified counties in the region of the Wyoming 
Valley and Susquehanna Purchase, practically within the belt 
of heaviest interest across southern New England and New 
York. 

Within this belt, the interest seemed to be widely distributed, 
but in New York State by far the greatest interest was shown 
in Long Island and the central counties. 

One subscriber who is a frequent contributor prophesied this 
result, and advised that it would be dangerous to spread the 
geographical interest too thin, but that we should concentrate on 
New England and New York, and leave it to the journals of the 
states further south to fill the wants of their own sections. In 
view of the actual vote, that sounds like sensible advice, except 
that we should include occasional short articles on New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania families. 

There were 46 who expressed an interest in English origin of 
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colonists, and 10 in Dutch origin. The interest in other origins 
was light and scattering. Three were not interested in ancestry 
prior to the American colonists, and a few others restricted their 
interest to the immediate antecedents of the colonists. One of 
the latter called mediaeval ancestry ‘‘nebulous,’’ while another 
was opposed to including lines that are vague or too remote. 
The vote warrants a continuation of the policy of publishing 
articles which identify the colonists in their former homes in 
England and Holland and printing data on their immediate fam- 
ilies and ancestry abroad. 

Of recent articles, the one which received the largest number 
of mentions (7) was Mr. Moriarty’s addenda to Austin’s Diction- 
ary of Rhode Island. However, a large number of recent articles 
received mention, indicating a wide variety of interest, and we 
shall have to continue articles of many types, to satisfy differing 
needs and desires. 

More persons than libraries subscribe. The libraries are 
heavily concentrated in New England and New York, aside from 
the larger libraries of the middle west and the far west. Deci- 
sions as to policy which please a vast majority of personal sub- 
scribers will therefore be equally pleasing to a very large propor- 
tion of the library subscribers. 

No poll can be relied on one hundred per cent, but this one has 
been very helpful in indicating the wishes of a large number of 
the subscribers as to matters of general policy. The editors 
thank those who took the pains to express their wishes. If 
silence implies consent, then most of those who refrained from 
voting are presumably fairly well satisfied with the magazine and 
the general policies which the editors have followed. The results 
of the poll should be useful, not only to the editors, but to con- 
tributors of articles. It is hoped that the latter will read and 
ponder the votes, and use them as a guide when preparing and 
submitting articles. 


RICHARD ADAMS

A search of the grantor and grantee index of deeds at Middle- 
sex County, Mass., before 1750, reveals but two deeds in the name 
of Richard Adams. One of these, 1674, concerns a Richard of 
Malden with wife, Elizabeth, who convey property there, for £24, 
to Thomas Linde, of same; not signed before Richard’s death, 
hence son-in-law Lazarus Grover signs for him by mark, 14 June 
1675; wit.: John Wayte and John Sprague; deed dated 18 Aug. 
1674, ack. and recorded 16 Feb. 1676. | Middlesex Deeds, 6 :27.| 
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The second deed, 1694, has to do with Richard Adams of Sudbury 
who removed to Connecticut : 

‘‘This Indenture made the Twenty third day of February.... 
one Thousand Six hundred ninty & four....between Richard 
Addams of Pigscumsick in the County of New London....in the 
Colony of Connecticut....& Rebekah his now wife on the one p* 
and John Baleom of Sudbury in the County of Middlesex... . 
Province of the Massachusets Bay in New England and Elisabeth 
Baleom mother of the s‘ John Baleom on ye other pt witnesseth 
That y® s* Richard Addams and Rebeckah his wife For... .Forty 
pounds....confirme....unto them....a Tract of Land....in 
Sudbury....Two Thirds of a New Grant Lott... .containing 
....Eighty six acres and Two thirds,’’ bounded by John Loker, 
south; Mary Plimpton, north; highway, east and west; also a 
parcel of land of three acres at the northern end of said Grant 
Lot; the said Balcoms are also to have rights in the seats in the 
meeting house, ete.; Richard and Rebecca Addams both sign by 
mark; ack. 8 Dec. 1699 and recorded 13 Oct. 1714; wit: David 
Haynes and Joshua Haynes. |/bid., 17 :36.] 


WEBB ADDENDUM 
By Harrison E. Wess, Esq., of Summit, N. J. 


Supplementing my article (ante, pp. 44-47), some additional 
data regarding John Webb ‘‘the elder’’ of Saybrook, Conn., have 
come to light. On July 31. 1707, John Webb sold to John Graves 
(presumably his brother-in-law) his dwelling and a 4-acre plot 
fronting on The Green at ‘‘Potopague’’ (now Essex) and 
bounded easterly by ‘‘the lands of my honored mother Hannah 
Davis, widow’’ {Saybrook Land Records, Vol. 2, p. 208]. This 
seems to confirm the will of John Webb the elder previously 
referred to, and also to permit the inference that John Webb the 
elder died in early manhood, leaving a widow and a family of 
young children. It will be noted that John the younger and his 
sister Sarah married, respectively, sixteen and twenty years after 
their father’s death. Hannah evidently outlived her second hus- 
band, but no dates are thus far available for either.
